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A TOWN MEETING PROBLEM 


American Woolen Company Gives Reasons Why Town of 
Andover Should Purchase Water Mains Laid 
in Shawsheen Streets. 


To the Editor of The Andover Townsman. 
Dear Sir: 

It is my desire, through the columns 
of your paper, to call the attention of the 


citizens of Andover to Article 9, in the 
present Town Warrant, asking for the pur- 
chase, by the Town, of certain water mains 
in Shawsheen Village. leaiy 

My purpose in so doing is to present to the 
citizens, as clearly as I can, the reason why 
the American Woolen Company feels that 
these mains should be purchased, and why 
the Company should not be expected to 
contribute this item to the Town. 

In asking this purchase 1 do not consider 
the Company is soliciting special favors from 
the Town, but rather it is making what seems 
to me, a reasonable request, based on sound 
business principles, and on_ conclusions 
founded on a careful consideration of all the 
facts bearing on the question. 


In attempting to make my point clear I 
do not mean to over-emphasize the import- 
ance of Shawsheen Village to the town as a 
whole, or to compare it in any way to other 
developments that may have been made, at 
any time, in any other section of the towm, 
and I will refer only to recorded facts, and let 
these facts speak for themselves. 


In order that all citizens may be as familiar 
with the facts relating to the question as are 
the Board of Public Works, the Board of 
Selectmen, and the Finance Committee, I 
submit the following letters from the Presi- 
dent of the American Woolen Company to 
the Board of Public Works. 

A copy of this letter was sent to the Board 
of Selectmen and to the Finance Committee.

Dear Sir: 

On January 6, 1926, the American Woolen 
Company filed with the Andover Town Clerk 
plans of certain streets in Shawsheen Village, 
asking that they be laid out by the Board of 
Selectmen, and presented to the Town at 
its annual town meeting for acceptance. 

The streets filed with the Town Clerk are 
as follows: Argyle Street, Carisbrooke 
Street, Kenilworth Street, Fletcher Street, 
Ayer Street, Canterbury Street, Riverina 
Road, Binney Street, Arundel Street, En- 
more Street, Dumbarton Street, Shelpey 
Street, Balmoral Street, Kensington Street, 
Carlisle Street, Stirling Street, Sherbourne 
Street, Sutherland Street, William Street 
west of Poor Street, York Street north of 
Haverhill Street. 

You are already aware that in these streets 
there has been placed, at the American 
Woolen Company’s nse, water, sewer, 
and gas pipes; the surface of many of the 
streets is of Warrenite construction; sidewalks 
and curbs have been laid, and in many ways 
we believe these streets to be in better con- 
dition than any ever offered to the Town for 
acceptance,

LARGE STILL SEIZED 


Farm in West Andover Scene of Ex- 
tensive Operations. Fernani Pays 
a Fine of 150 Dollars.

Among the articles seized were two 50-gallon 
drums of alcohol, 19 gallons of distilled spirits, 
37 empty cans, 13 barrels of mash, a 100- 
gallon still, 50-gallon still (not in operation), 
a bag of salt, coils and coolers.

No 
stock was damaged by water. The property 
is a part of the Swift estate.

The general Health Conditions in Andover 


have shown a steady improvement in the 
past few years. Our cleanup weeks have 
made a vast improvement in many neighbor- 
hoods. The general sanitary conditions have 
also improved and our sewerage is well cared 
for. The great decrease in the number of 
cases of dysentery, both of amebic and 
bacillary types, can easily be traced to care 
and cleanliness in handling of the milk; the 
glass bottle has replaced the old-fashioned 
milk can with its crevices and unsanitary 
wooden stoppers. Not so many years ago it 
was a common sight to see cows standing in 
water and muck to their knees. It must be 
very gratifying to the citizens of Andover to 
pass some of these barnyards and see how 
these conditions have improved. Typhoid 
fever has been practically stamped out. 
For many years a careful check up has failed 
to show a single case originating in Andover 
and our imported cases have failed to produce 
any secondary cases. 

Diphtheria will soon be a disease of the 
ast. For many years the use of Anti-Toxin 
as minimized the number of deaths of those 

contracting this disease. The inoculation 
with the Toxin Anti-Toxin by the Shick 
method will eventually wipe out this disease. 
All children reaching the age of six months 
should be given the Schick inoculation. We 
have had three deaths from Laryngeal 
Diphtheria (Membraneous Croup). This 
form is most always fatal, due to the fact 
that it is generally impossible to get a positive 
culture and the diphtheritic membrane is 
practically invisible. Delay in summoning a 
physician means delay of the administration 
of the Anti-Toxin until it is too late. 

Scarlet Fever is still one of our most 
dreaded diseases. Rigid quarantine with 

roper supervision and thorough fumigation 

as enabled us to keep it well under control. 

Measles have occurred in epidemic form 
throughout the state; what appears to be a 
slight cold many times develops into measles, 
But the first sneeze or cough has infected the 
nearby children before the true character of 
the disease is manifested by the rash. 

Whooping Cough is also spread in a similar 
manner. In the first two or,three weeks the 
symptoms are that of the ordinary New Eng- 
land cold and when the first whoop is heard 
the damage has been done to the other 
children exposed. 

Arrangements are now being made for a 
clinic, where all children under weight and 
who have been exposed to Tuberculosis, 
either in home surroundings, or where there 
is a history of near relatives who have been 
affected with this disease, will be examined. 
This clinic will be held under the direct 
supervision of Dr. Chadwick, superintendent 
of the Children’s Tubercular Sanatorium at 
Westfield. This clinic will cover weighing, 
measuring and a complete physical examina- 
tion. Where indicated X-ray will be taken; 
charts will be made and advice given as to 
diet care and treatment. Follow-up work 
will be done, which will show the improve- 
ment of the children, and probably selections 
made of those who might wish to take ad- 
vantage of the summer camps. We have 
supervised and assisted in the inoculation 
by the Schick method of hundreds of our 
school children without a single complication; 
and to date we have had no child ill with 
diphtheria who has received this treatment. 
All children will gave the privilege of receiv- 
ing Schick treatment on entering the schools 
as well as any other children who have not 
previously been subjected to this treatment. 

In closing my report I would earnestly 
recommend the Schick treatment for all 
children, as this will save the parents from 
anxiety and the children from the suffering 
and possible death caused by diphtheria. 

Contagious diseases must be reported by 
the householder, if this is not dons by a 
yhysician. Failure to obey this law means 
iability to a heavy penalty.

TOWN MEETING PROBLEM 


(Continued from page 1) 


It is our understanding that the Town is 
willing to, and has in the past, accepted 
streets that have been brought to a finished 
gravel grade, and properly drained, provid- 
ing there was a reasonable chance of building 
development later. 

It is our further understanding that when 
this aniticpated development has taken 
place the Town is willing to lay water and 
sewer pipes in the accepted streets, at their 
own expense, providing there be an adequate 
return for the money invested. It being 
understood, however, that the cost of sewer 
construction shall be paid, in part, by an 
assessment levied against the abutters. 

The property tax return to the Town of 
Andover for property located on these 
Streets since they were built is $88,719.55, 
and the return of 1925 alone was $22,143.59. 

Our reason for bringing these matters to 
the attention of your Board, at this time, is 
that our Company feels that although it is 
willing to give to the town these streets, it 
should at least be reimbursed an amount 
equal to the Speenitts that would have 
been necessa: ad the installation of the 
water system been made by your Board, and 

id for by the Town. We feel this to be a 
fair and just request for the following reasons: 

1. In consideration of the fact that the 
American Woolen Company is turning over 
to the Town of Andover streets, sidewalks, 
and sewers of considerable value; to the 
construction of which the Town has in no 
way contributed. 

Because the amount of taxable prop- 
erty on these streets would now justify the 
Town, at its own expense, in laying a water 
system such as has already been installed 
and paid for by the American Woolen Com- 


ny. 

3. From a knowledge of the fact that it is 
customary for the ‘lown to assume the 
burden of constructing all water mains, 

4. Because of the income the Town has 
already received from water rates on this 
system, to the laying of which it has in no 
way contributed. The income received by 
the Town ea 1 on this system is 
$13,203.85. e income for 1925 alone was 
$4,279.57. 

I am enclosing a detailed statement of 
what the American Woolen Company has 
paid to the Town in water rates from each 
of these streets from 1920 to 1925 inculsive. 

You will note that there has been 13,480 
feet of pipe laid and this at an average cost 
of $2.10 per foot (which we believe to be a 
conservative estimate) would amount to 
$28,308.00. Your Board is aware of the 
quality and character of this water system 
because it was installed under the super- 
vision of the Town Superintendent. 


Our Company would therefore earnestly |! 


request your Board to place an article in the 
Town Warrant, March 1926, asking that 
$28,000.00 be ayes preg ted to purchase from 
the American Woolen Company the water 
pipes in the above streets, providing said 
streets are accepted by the Town. 

If the Town so votes you will note that it 
will be receiving approximately 15 per cent 
on the investment. 

Will you kindly give this matter your 
prompt attention and advise me at once in 
regard to your willingness to act in this 
matter.

replied on February 3 as follows: 


American Woolen Co., 
Shawsheen Village, 
Andover, Mass. 
Gentlemen: 

Before we definitely commit ourselves on 
recommending your proposed reimburse- 
ment by the Town for the cost of water 
mains in Shawsheen, we would like to have 
you state your position on the following 
propositions: 

1. Disposal of the sewage from the streets 
running off South Union Street, which now 
runs into the Shawsheen River and which if 
taken care of by returning into our pipe line 
on Riverina Road would necessitate an ex- 
penditure of about $5000.00. 

2. Elimination of the waste (not sewage 
from toilets) from Shawsheen Mills which 
runs into the Haverhill Street sewer and 
which our engineers inform us constitute 
one-fourth of the pumping done at our 
pumping station off Riverina Road. It was 
always understood that all mill waste should 
go into our outfall sewer below the pumping 
station through a pipe which runs from your 
dye house to that line. 

3. Elimination of your electrical switches, 
etc., from our pump house off Riverina Road, 
the presence of which has lately caused us 
considerable trouble. 

We trust that you will let us know imme- 
diately your position on these three points 
so that we can take definite action on your 
request for reimbursement for cost of water 
mains.

Replying to your letter of the 3rd inst. 
would say that we fail to see the relationship 
between your willingness to recommend re- 
imbursement to the American Woloen Com- 
pany for money expended on water mains, 
and a solution of the problem of sewage dis- 
posal on certain streets in Shawsheen Village. 

In the matter of water mains I have stated 
the Company’s position in my letter to you 
of January 12 and would refer you to that 
letter which gives the Company’s reasons 
for feeling that such reimbursement should 
be made, 

The matter of sewage disposal from houses 
located on Shepley, Binney, Fletcher, and 
Kenilworth Street east is a matter which we 
are willing to discuss but which, nevertheless, 
we feel has no bearing on the matter of re- 
imbursement of money expended for water 
mains, believing this should be treated as an 
entirely separate matter. However, we are 


quite willing to take up with you, at this 


time, the three items enumerated in your 
letter. 

1. The matter of sewage disposal from 
houses on the above streets. We note that 
you estimate that $5,000.00 will have to be 
expended in order to connect the lines already 
placed in these streets (and so placed at the 
expense of the American Woloen Company) 
to your pipe line in Riverina Road, 

We recognize that an amount approxi- 
mately as stated will be needed to make this 
connection, but we believe this expenditure 
should be borne by the Town for the follow- 
ing reasons: 

1. Because the total cost of the sewer in 
the above streets has been borne by the 
American Woolen Company. 

2. Because there has been located in the 
area to be served taxable value of $107,150. 
from which the Town of Andover has already 
received an income of $2,931. The income

October 1926 of $5,524, or more than the 
total amount required to lay the extra main. 

3. Because the revenue each year from 
these streets with a tax rate the same as that 
of 1925 is $2,593. 

4. Because $2,593 is 5 per cent on an 
investment of $43,216, which is, in all 
| sdlgttliad more than the Town will ever 

»e called upon to expend on these streets. 

5. Because the Town has never assessed 
any abutters for a trunk line sewer crossing 
private property; a case in point being the 
sewer line crossing the property of Maurice 
Curran. 

6. Because of the fact that the American 
Woolen Company is giving to the Town the 
sewers on all streets which we are asking to 
be accepted. 

In view of these facts we feel that should 
the Town vote not to accept these streets 
unless this $5,000 expense be borne by the 
American Woolen Company their position 
would be that of refusing to accept what was 
already given unless the American Woolen 
Company was willing to give more. 

The second matter in your letter is being 
referred to our Engineering Department and 
we will advise you further in regard to same 
at an early date. 

In the matter of the elimination of elec- 
trical switches from the pump house would

These letters present the Company’s view 
of the matter, and to me show the fairness 
of its request. 

That this request is fair and just is indi- 
cated by the action of the Finance Commit- 
tee in approving this article, and further by 
the Board of Public Works; for I have been 
informed that a majority of this Board has 
also recommended the passing of this article. 

From 1919 to 1925 inclusive the income 
from Shawsheen Village has been (including 
the corporation tax) $555,145.41, and in that 
time the Town has expended $268,503.55, 
showing a net income, over expenses, to the 
Town, of $40,948.83 per year for the last 
seven years. 

In 1925 the income from taxes from the 
Shawsheen development (including corpora- 
tion tax) was $160,731.63, and the ex- 
penditure $64,404.64, showing a net income 
to the Town of $96,326.99. 

The total assessed valuation of Andover 
is $17,528,663, and the total valuation of the 
American Woolen Company and allied in- 
terests are $6,237,400. 

The amount raised in taxation in 1925 was 
$430,018.92, and the net income above 
expenses from the Shawsheen development 
was approximately 22 per cent of this 
amount, and the entire amount received from 
Shawsheen was 37 per cent of the total tax 


levy. 

In 1918 the total tax return from the 
American Woolen Company and allied in- 
terests in Shawsheen was $4,517.42 (this 
amount we will call the normal tax return 
from the American Woolen Company and 
from Shawsheen Village) and to this amount 
I have added from year to year only the 
development of the American Woolen Com- 
pany and allied interests. 

While the above facts may not be in them- 
selves a reason why the water mains should 
be purchased by the Town, they at least 
indicate that the Town can afford to pur- 
chase same on the record of the Shawsheen 
development. 4 

The facts as stated in Mr. Pierce’s letter 
to the Board of Public Works are in them- 
selves sufficient reason why the Town should 
pass favorably on the question and I am quite 
confident that the voters will wish to treat 
the matter from the standpoint of fairness.

Election time is here — a time when 
every citzen has his day, and every elect- 
ed servant of the town has his day of 
judgment. 

The first office to appear on the ballot 
is that of Moderator to which Alfred 
E. Stearns is the only aspirant. The 
capable service already shown in this 
capacity by the principal of the academy 
assures him of hearty endorsement. 

George A. Higgins, town clerk, and 
town treasurer since 1908 will be op- 
posed by Thaxter Eaton who is running 
for these two offices. This is a situation 
which may turn out to be the most 
exciting contest of the election, be- 
cause a public servant of long standing 
is being challenged. Mr. Eaton is 
untried in the duties which he is seeking 
to fulfill. yet if elected he might carry 
them out in a creditable way. Mr. 
Higgins has long years of experience 
to reccommend him; in fact he fitted 
himself for his work before he really 
undertook it and he has, as a result, 
been a very efficient trearurer and clerk. 
Due to his wide experience and know- 
ledge he has filled his office so well that 
he has been rated by the state as being 
among the three best town clerks in 
Massachusetts. If reelected there would 
be no doubt that the town would re- 
ceive the same efficient service, that} 
Mr. Higgins has always rendered. 

The office of Selectmen and Assessors 
is being sought by both Frank H. 
Hardy and Herbert H. Lyle. Although 
successful in his business, due to his 
lack of experience in handling town 
affairs it is rather unlikely that Mr. 
Lyle has the confidence of so many 
voters as has Mr. Hardy, who has been a 
good chairman of the Board of Select- 
men. The latter's experience while 
holding several offices in Shawsheen 
seems to have fitted him well for his 
present work and he will probably be 
reelected. 

William B. Cheever seeks reelection 
to the office of Collector of Taxes. He 
has served the town well and although 
unopposed a strong vote will speak 
Andover’s confidence in him. 


est will win. Mr. Cheever and Mr.

V. Roth is the most logical candidate.

To THe VOTERS OF ANDOVER, 

As a great many believe the Moth and 
Tree departments one, I wish to explain the 
situation in regards to Moth Department. 
There is a state law that says the Selectmen 
shall appoint a Moth superintendent the 
first of January each year, and as a rule 
they usually appoint the tree warden, 
Moth Superintendent. But the Moth 
superintendent does not draw his pay from 
the tree department. The two departments 
are entirely separate boards. You don’t have 
to have any knowledge of trees to be Moth 
Superintendent, but you should have a 
practical tree man for tree warden. As our 
shade trees are one of our biggest assets, we 
should be very careful about taking down 
trees. It only takes a few hours to take one 
down but it takes a good many years to 
grow one, and our slogan should be to protect 
what we have and plant more trees each 
year, and thus preserve the beauty of our 
town for coming generations.

Planning Board 


The Town of Andover has reached a point 
where, by having a population according to 
the last census, of over ten thousand, is is 
mandatory that a Planning Board be es- 
tablished. 


At the town meeting the matter should be 
covered by a motion presenting a by-law, 
something like the following: 


Section 1. A board of five members is 
hereby created and established, to be known 
as the planning board. At the annual town 
meeting to be held in the month of March, 
1926, there shall be elected one member to 
serve for one year, one member to serve for 
two years, one members to serve for three 
years, one member to serve for four years 
and one member to serve for five years, and 
thereafter there shall be elected at the an- 
nual meeting in each year one member of 
such board to serve for the term of five 
years. 

Section 2. Vacancies occuring in the board 
shall be filled as provided in General Laws, 
Chapter 41, Sectio 11. 


Section 3. The duties of such board shall 
be such as are stated in Chapter forty-one, 
sections seventy to seventy-two, of the 
General Laws, and further to consider and 
advise upon municipal improvements either 
at the request of other officials of the town or 
upon its own initiative. It shall consider and 
develop a town plan, with special attention 
to main ways, land developments, zoning, 
playgrounds and parks and sites for perma- 
nent school plants. The board shall meet at 
regular intervals. It may hold public 
meetings. It shall at all times have access to 
public documents or information in the 
possession of any town official or department. 
It shall examine the plans for the exterior of 
any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treat- 
ment of the grounds about the same before 
the adoption thereof, and may make such 
recommendations thereon as it may deem 
needful. It may provide for public lectures 
and other educational work in connection 
with its recommendations. It may incur 
expenses necessary to the carrying on of its 
work within the amount of its annual appro- 
priations. 

Section 4. All plans for laying out, extend- 
ing, discontinuing or changing the limits of 
any way, street, public park or square, and 
every purchase of land for the site of any 
public building, and all plans for the location 
erection or alteration of public buildings, 
shall be submitted to said board for its 
opinion at least two weeks in advance of 
action by the board of selectmen or the town. 

Section 5. Such board shall make a report 
to the town annually, giving information 
regarding the conditions of the town and any 
plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such 
report shall be sent to the selectmen not 
later than such time in January in each 
year as the selectmen may prescribe or as 
may be prescribed by law in force relative 
to reports, and a copy thereof shall be filed 
with the Massachusetts department of 
public welfare. 

The members of the Board may be elected 
by acclamation at this time, and hereafter 
the election will be as for other town officers, 

Chapter 41, Section 70 to 72, General 
Laws referred to above, is covered by this 
form of by-law, and whereas at first reading 
considerable ground appears to be outlined 
for active work, it is a plan suggested and 
carried out by a majority of the standing 
boards throughout the state, and approved 
by the Association of Planning Boards. 
The publication of this by-law has seemed 
justified by the fact that so many of our 
citizens give too little consideration to 
some of the articles in the Town Warrant, 
and are thus led to give but little heed to 
matters which are at times of vital import- 
ance to the citizens as a whole, and to the 
environment and health of the town. The 
writer claims no official capacity in the above 
suggestion, and offers it siply as a token 
of his interest in the welfare of all our people.

Punchard takes Sixth Place in Schoolboy 
Meet 

Lawrence High was first in the Phillips 
Andover schoolboy games, admirably con- 
ducted in the Case Memorial cage, Saturday 
afternoon, ‘ 

Lawrence amassed 23 1-3 points in six of 
nine events, being shut out in the dash, 600 
and shotput. 

Worcester North was second with 14 1-2, 
Lynn English third with 12 5-6 or three-sixths 
of a point better than Lowell, last year’s 
winner and favored to win this year. 

Lynn Classical came fifth, while Punchard, 
through the sterling work of Gordon Coutts, 
registered six points for sixth place. Boston 
Latin, Haverhill, Worcester Commerce, Hyde 
Park, Newton, Malden, Melrose and Law- 
rence Evening High finished in order, the 
last named team failing to show the form 
expected 

Records were quite generously smashed in 
the afternoon. In the hurdles, W. Fullerton, 
Newton, L. Cadogan, Lawrence, and W. Mc- 
Laughlin, Lynn English, clipped one-fifth of 
a second off the old mark. 

K. Alex. Gay, captain of Lawrence High 
team, set a new record in the 300, 36 seconds. 

Ralph Hewitt, Lawrence, won the 1,000 in 
Im. 30 2-5s., establishing a new record. 

Boston Latin made the best time in the 
relay, 2m. 28 3-5s., for a new record. 

In the running high jump, the final event 
of the afternoon, Laurence Robinson of Law- 
rence High and Cecil Russell of Lynn Classi- 
cal were tied at 5 ft. 9 in., a new schoolboy 
and Andover indoor record and also a new 
Lawrence High record for Robinson, better- 
ing by three eights of an inch his old height 
of 5 ft. 8 5-8 inches, made in the Lowell meet 
last year 

Lawrence High won two firsts, tied for 
another, captured one second and one third 
along with third best time in the relay. 

In the hurdles, Cadogan was only inches 
behind McLaughlin of Lynn English in the 
finals. ‘The dash gave Lawrence no chance 
to enthuse. 

The 300 was featured by the brilliant work 
of Capt. Gay. He won the first heat in the 
record time of 36 seconds, with the versatile 
Gordon Coutts of Punchard dogging at his 
heels 

George Lee took second in the third heat, 
being beaten by Emerson of Lowell at the 
tape 

Tn the final, Gay was off with the crack of 
the gun, won the dash to the first corner, and 
was never headed. Coutts worked into 
second place on the second lap and made a 
desperate effort to pass Gay, but the latter 
was too strong and ran too well. Barber took 
third, with Lee flashing a fine finish, just 
nosed out of the points. Gay’s time was 
again 36 flat. 

The 1,000 was the real heart throb of the 
afternoon. The winner of last year’s event, 
Ralph Hewitt, was picked torepeat. He did, 
but not before he gave the gamest exhibition 
ever contributed by a Lawrence High athlete. 

The field was large and Hewitt held a 
position in the rear. There was the usual 
mad dash to the first corner and Hewitt was 
in the midst of it. 

Then, without warning, two blue-jerseyed 
lads were ruthlessly tossed into the dirt and 
Hewitt was one of them. 

He quickly regained his feet, but when he 
took up the trail he was fully 40 yards to 
the rear and it seemed an impossible handicap 
for him to overcome. 

He suffered intensely from the bruises to 
his limbs and body and he ran under most 
distressing conditions. He was determined, 
however, that the blow Fate handed him at 
the start of the race should not deprive his 
team of the five points he felt confident of 
registering for them. 

He ran a perfect race. He knew just 
when and where to move up and gradually he 
drew himself into third place—some distance, 
however, behind the first and second runners. 

A few moments later he swept into second 
place with only Billows of fend English 
between him and victory. 

It was evident Hewitt was saving himself 
for a final spurt. He had fully 15 yards to 
pick up, but he gradually closed the breach 
until as they raced down the final stretch he 
was only three yards behind. 

He made a supreme effort, was only a yard 
away when the two turned the last corner. 
Then in the few remaining yards, Hewitt 
caught Billows a foot from the tape and by 
a clever bit of strategy threw himself across 
the line inches in the tad 

He had given everything he had and 
collapsed as he fell. He was given first-aid 
treatment and later had his injuries dressed 
at the infirmary, returning to the case in 
time, however, to witness the final number on 
the program—the high jump. 

In the relay race, Wallace Fiedler took the 
place of Hewitt and he turned in a great 
bit of running, contributing in no small 
measure to the victory Lawrence scored over 
Newton for the third time in eight days.

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HISTORIC OLD WORK 
IS LONDON BRIDGE 


Structure Had Origin Many 
Centuries Ago. 


On March 15, 1824, one hundred 
years ago, the first pile of the London 
bridge of today was driven deep into 
the bed of the Thames. The present 
granite structure is the work of Sir 
John Rennie (though his father actu- 
ally designed the bridge) and was sev- 
en and a half years in the building. 
This was because work had to be be- 
gun In a hole. The authorities of that 
day insisted that Sir John build im- 
mediately above the old bridge, the 
latter to be left standing until the new 
one was finished. 

Now, the old bridge, built way back 
in eleven hundred and something, 
stood on a hill, the foundations of the 
piers being 28 to 80 feet above the 


being the effect produced upon the 
river bed by the scour of the tides, up 
and down, For hundreds of years Lon- 
don bridge had been a kind of dam, 
700 feet of the river's 900 feet of 
width at low water being at one time 
occupled by plers; consequently the 
passage of the waters through the 
many arches resembled a torrent. 

Eight hundred men were employed 
on the new bridge, and of these forty 
lost their lives through accidents of 
various kinds. The corporation pald 
almost a million and a half pounds on 
the bridge and its approaches. 

It 1s a tradition that you cannot 
cross London bridge without seeing a 
white horse. Once upon a time one 
couldn’t cross it without seeing also 
heads, human heads, fresh from the 
executioner’s basket. Henry VIII espe- 
clally was fond of decorating the 
bridge with heads. There Is a story 
that the bishop of Rochester's head 
was placed on the bridge and remained 
fresh and lifelike for two weeks, so 
that crowds collected to see the mir- 
acle, an Incident which annoyed the 
king so much that he ordered itt 
thrown Into the river. This was done, 
but they put Sir Thomas More’s head 
In Its place.

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between England and Burma. All white 
foreigners were seized. Judson was arrested 
and thrown into the death prison. For 
seventeen months he suffered torture from 
heat, filth, fever, hunger, chains and un- 
believable cruelties at the hands of his 
jailors. It was due to the ministrations and 
pleas of his brave wife that he did not die 
during those terrible months. Finally he 
was released and then he and Mrs. Judson 
went to Amherst to build up a mission. 
They had been there but a short time when 
Judson was summoned to Ava to serve for 
several months as an interpreter during the 
eace negotiations between England and 
3urma. During his absence, his noble wife, 
broken by years of toil and suffering, passed 
away without a single Christian at hand to 
minister to her in her closing hours. 

The death of his wife was a terrible blow 
to Judson. It seemed almost more than he 
could bear. For a time it seemed as though 
grief would drive him into morbid asceticism. 
But his faith weathered the storm and he 
gave himself with rekindled devotion to the 
work of building up the kingdom of God in 
Burma. In 1829 he joined the Bourdmans 
in their work at Maulmain, a large and 
growing city. In the years 1831 and 1832 he 
made several tours among the Karens and 
won many of them to the Savior. 


Time will allow me only to touch upon the 
last sixteen years of his life. In 1834, eight 
years after the death of his first wife, Judson 
married Sarah Hull Bourdman, who had 
been left a widow. Eight children were born 
to them. For about eleven years Judson and 
his second wife served the Master happily 
and successfully. In 1845 his wife died while 
on a voyage for her health and Judson was 
again left a widower. The following year 
he visited America for the first time since he 
had sailed from its shores in 1812. He was 
the hero of the hour. He was in great de- 
mand as a speaker. Wherever he spoke his 
words kindled fires of missionary zeal. I 
read in the paper the other day about a new 
invention for removing snow. It is built 
something like a steam roller. The roller 
heated to a tremendously high temperature 
melts the snowdrifts that lie in its path. 
Thus did the fervent messages of Judson 
melt down the snowdrifts of missionary 
indifference as soon as he opened his mouth. 
Would that Judson were with us today to 
help us raise our missionary budgets. 

While on this tour in the United States, 
Judson met and married Emily C. Chubbuck, 
a gifted writer and a deeply consecrated 
woman. They had two sons, one of whom,

Papers Read at Fagot Party 
The paper on Adoniram Judson, read by 
Rev. C. Norman Bartlett and that on Kate 
Douglas Wiggin read by Miss Dorothy 
Hopkins at the fagot party of the Andover 
Natural History Society on February 18, 
are reprinted below: 


Adoniram Judson was born in Malden, 
Massachusetts, on August 9, 1788. He was 
brought up in a home dominated by the 
highest moral and religious ideals. Richly 
gifted in mind and heart, even as a Loy he 
gave rare promise of future distinction. In 
1807 he graduated from Brown University as 
valedictorian of his class. After leaving 
college he taught school for a year. He also 
published ‘‘Elements of English Grammar”’ 
and “Young Ladies’ Arithmetic.” This 
latter textbook was probably very much 
simpler and easier to master than one that 
he might have written for the use of young 
gentlemen. 

Judson entered Andover Theological Sem- 
inary in the Fall of 1808. He was admitted 
as a special favor, for he did not intend to 
become a minister; he was simply an earnest 
seeker after the truth. But while in the 
school he heard the call to devote his life to 
service on the foreign field. After completing 
their course, he and four other young men — 
Newell, Nott, Hall and Rice — appealed to 
the General Congregational Association of 
Massachusetts to be sent out as missionaries. 
Their application was accepted and the 
American Board of Foreign Missions was 
organized. It is interesting to read that 
when the Board applied to the State Legis- 
lature for an act of incorporation, resistance 
was made on the ground that “it was de- 
signed as a means for exporting religion, 
whereas there was none too much at home.” 
How strangely similar is this nsive objection 
to some of the pet arguments thrown in our 
faces by modern critics of missions. 

On February 6, 1812, a most impressive 
ordination service was held in the Tabernacle 
Church of Salem for these five young men 
who were so soon to go out as the very first 
missionaries ever sent from America to the 
foreign field. The church was filled. People 
were swayed by emotions too deep for utter- 
ance as the full significance of the occasion 
sank into their minds and hearts. Many 
eyes were dim with tears. Students in the 
Seminary and Academy in Andover walked 
all the way to Salem and back in order to be 
present at the service — and this was in the 
severest kind of winter weather. How many 
of us would do that today? There is not 
enough iron in the blood of modern Christi- 
anity. If church folks were as afraid of sin 
of every description as they are of snow- 
flakes on Sunday morning, this world would

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be such a good place to live in that many of 
us would rub our eyes, wondering if we were 
in heaven, 

On February 19, 1812, two married eoupli 
the Judsons and the Newells, sailed from 
Salem on “The Caravan,” a ship bound 
for Calcutta. As Judson expected to begin 
his work in a field where several Baptist 
missionaries from England were already 
laboring, he spent a great deal of time during 
the seventeen weeks’ voyage to India, 
studying the Bible in search of good reasons 
why he should remain a Congregational 
missionary. He did not, however, gather the 
kind of a harvest he so confidently expected 
to reap; for the fruit of his Bible study was 
such an overwhelming mass of Scriptural 
proofs for the Baptist position that he and 

is wife embraced the Baptist faith and were 
baptized by immersion soon after their 
arrival in Calcutta. And here am I, a 
Baptist minister in the very town where 
Andover Seminary stood for so many years 
as its crowning glory, relating to you how 
one of the most brilliant gems ever cut and 
polished in’ that famous Congregational 
school was snatched at sea to become the 
brightest star in the Baptist missionary 
firmament. I congratulate myself on my 
courage. Truly I am bearding the lion in his 
den, I hope I come out alive. 

Forbidden by the East India Company 
to carry on missionary work in their terri- 
tories, Judson sailed with his wife for Ran- 
goon, Burma. Burma was not at that time 
a part of the British Empire. It was under 
the rule of a native despot. Tremendous 
obstacles blocked the way to the winning of 
Burma for Christ. Heathenism was solidly 
intrenched in the life and thought of the 
ycople. The ruler and his provincial under- 
ings bitterly opposed the introduction of 
Christianity. Burmese was an appallingly 
difficult language to learn. But the Judsons 
were not to be defeated. With a mighty 
faith in God and a burning love for men, 
they set to work. It was not until after six 
years of the hardest and most discouraging 
labors that the first convert was won. ‘This 


}seemed to be the breaking of the ice jam. 


From that day to this Christianity has been 
making headway in Burma. Slowly at first 
in tiny trickling streams, then more rapidly, 
and sometimes in wild torrents and mighty 
floods as in the case of the Karens, the 
Burmans have been turning to Christ down 
through the hundred years that have rolled 
by since Judson began his work in Rangoon. 

Having built up a small church in Rangoon, 
the time came when Judson resolved to try 
to plant a mission in Ava, the capital of 
Burma. But no sooner had he made the 
move than an avalanche of war came 
crashing down upon him. War broke out 
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Edward Judson, was for many years the 
pastor of the famous Judson Memorial 
church in New York City and later a profesor 
in Colgate Theological Seminary. It was 
my privilege while in college to hear him 
speak week after week in the prayer meetings 
of the Baptist Church. The Glory of God 
shone in his face and the spirit of Christ 
glowed in his speech. Adoniran Judson died 
on shipboard in 1850. 

Judson was a man with a master mind. 
Had he chosen to remain in America he 
would no doubt have reached the highest 
peaks of fame in his profession. He was an 
orator of the first rank. His sermons 
abounded in rich and glowing imagery. His 
intellect was keenly logical and highly 
imaginative. He possessed exceptional 
linquistic ability. His translation of the 
Bible into Burmese, upon which he toiled 
for seventeen long years, was a monumental 
achievement. His Burmese-English Gram- 
mar is of priceless value to missionaries 
today in enabling them to master the lan- 
guage. Judson laid deep and strong founda- 
tions for all subsequent missionary activity 
in Burma, Burma is today the most promis- 
ing mission field of the Baptist denomination 
and is yielding by far the richest harvests for 
Christ. The name of Adoniram Judson will 
long be revered as that of our first and 
greatest American Baptist Missionary, And 
he was trained in a Congregational theo- 
logical seminary. Truly we Baptists owe a 
big debt to you Congregationalists. 


Kate Douglas Wiggin 1859-1923 

The most joyful moments of a librarian’s 
life are those in which she realizes that when 
she is asked for information about fixed stars, 
or the place of certain authors in literature, 
she need not delve deep into the subject, or 
prepare learned disquisitions — all she has to 
do is to put before the inquirer the fruits of 
the labors of other people. She consults her 
card catalogue and her information file, and 
behold! a wealth of material! 

And so, when I considered writing a paper 
on Kate Douglas Wiggin, and reading it to 
possible personal friends, and certainly to 
warm friends of the author, the entertainer, 
and the kindergartener who was so univer- 
sally beloved, I decided to avail myself of 
the librarian’s refuge, and from the Abbot 
Library information file I have brought a 
brochure printed by Houghton Mifflin, the 
yublishers of Mrs. Wiggin’s books; from the 
ibrary shelves I have brought “My Garden 
of Memory,” and will let its gifted author 
speak for herself (though she speaks only of 
sunny hours), and from the library’s col- 
lection of treasures I have brought a “scroll” 
on which are printed the many translations 
of the books which now are read and loved 
by countless children of other countries, a 
photograph of Mrs. Wiggin with two children 
who took part in her film play of “Timothy,” 
the paper silhouette which is reproduced in 
“My Garden of Memory,” and a manuscript 
entitled “ Philippa’s Nervous Prostration” — 
all of which treasures were given to Abbot 
Academy by Miss Nora Archibald Smith 
after Mrs. Wiggin’s death. 

In the Houghton Mifflin brochure appears 
Kate Douglas Wiggin; a sketch of her life, 
signed by E. L. F. It reads as follows: 

There died in England recently a woman 
who has perhaps done more to bring hap- 
piness into the world than any other writer 
of her generation. Little children in the 
public schools of Europe are learning Eng 
ish from her books and seeing America 
through the sunny eyes of her Rebecca. 
Native nurses in China have played in their 
own language the immortal story of the 
Ruggleses. She has been called by the 
London ‘Spectator’ “one of the most 
successful ambassadors between America and 
Great Britain,’’ while here in her own 
country her devotees are counted by the 
million. 

And not only was she successful as an 
author, but conspicuously so as a human 
being. Kate Douglas Wiggin, as she is 
known to the reading public, lived her child 
hood in the Maine village of Hollis. It was a 
busy, contented childhood; the fast-flowing 
Saco River with the sawmill on its bank, the 
red brick district school, the white-painted 
meeting-house, the hills and fields of New 


England, the rugged ancestral acres, — 
these are its background. The child's life 
was happily interwoven with those of 


parents, sister, brother, grandmother and 
playmates, Books, too, fired her imagina- 
tion, and gave glamour to the sweet placidity 
of country life. And once the little girl 
(a charming little girl, not so unlike her own 
Rebecca) made a now celebrated trip from 
Berwick to Boston, chatting with Charles 


Kate” was known to the little slum children 
as an angel. But the young lady showed 
other abilities. Her amateur acting, for 
instance, was so brilliant as to make a pro- 
fessional career possible, and Sir Henry Irving 
and Dion Boucicault believed that in her 
the stage lost a delightful actress. 


“Tt was to earn money for her Silver St. 
kindergarten in San Francisco that “The 
Birds’ Christmas Carol” was first published. 
Its reception was electric. Almost over- 
night she became famous. ‘The Story of 
Patsy” followed, and after some months in 
Europe, the Penelope books. She left the 
Pacific coast for New York, and her home 
there became the delightful rendezvous of 
many of the most charming and distinguished 
artists in all lines. 

It was undoubtedly “Rebecca of Sunny- 
brook Farm,” however, that assured Kate 
Douglas Wiggin her unique and lasting place 
in English letters. She portrayed the 
happiness of childhood, with its touch of 
pathos, but she was too sane and honest to 
descend to sentimentality. “Wholesome is 
the right word for her,” says the “Nation,” if 
we cure it of its moralistic connotation, as she 
did, with the salt of humor. 


She was a fervent lover of life, She was, 
in her way, a splendid literary workman. 
Pages of impressionistic novels and volumes 
of psychological study fail to create character 
as real as Rebecca seems after her first ap- 
pearance in the old yellow stage-coach. She 
creates scene and character with a quick 
grace. Her psychology is always sound, and 
her gift for dialogue fills her books with 
life. She set for herself, however, certain 
limits beyond which she did not care to 
move. Her position is uncontested and her 
stories will be loved by thousands yet to be 
born. What she might have done had she 
not been so content within the happy pre- 
scribed circle of her children will never be 
known, but the autobiography, “My Garden 
of Memory,” which she completed but a few 
days before her death, stands an eloquent 
memorial to her genius and suggests how 
widely her brilliant mind reached out 
towards life. She had a great gift not only 
for attracting friends, but of being attracted 
by people who pleased and interested her, 
and among her friends are included some of 
the most celebrated names of our generation. 
She was happy in friendship, in marriage, 
and in her work. Her death ends the 
chronicle of an almost ideal life. Fortunately 
this life was fixed in written words before 
the end came. — E. L, F, 


In “My Garden of Memory,” Kate 
Douglas Wiggin has such a happy touch in 
her relation of the varied and entertaining 
events of her life, that it would be impossible 
to mention them all, I ask myself: “Shall 
I quote her account of the conferring of the 
degree of Litt.D. of Bowdoin College, shall 
I touch upon the charming romance of her 
life with George C. Riggs, shall I tell of the 
barn where every one had such delightful 
times, or of her amusing experiences when 
she was studying the kindergarten method?” 
Ignoring these, let me read with pride the 
mention made of Abbot in her autobiography. 

This is what she says about Abbot. “J, 
still ‘uneducated’, strange to say, having 
sipped momentarily at five founts of learning, 
was left behind for six months at Abbot 
Academy, Andover, Massachusetts, one of 
the best boarding schools for girls in New 
England, I was a sore trial to the Faculty 
for I was, in a manner of speech, a senior in 
Literature, a junior in French and Latin, a 
sophomore in Grammar, a freshman in 
History, and a poor risk for the preparatory 
department in Mathematics! It was a good 
atmosphere for a girl; simply and sincerely 
religious, refined and gracious in its social 
life. Punctuality, decorum, studious habits, 
good manners and speech, obedience to 
rules — these were all presupposed and they 
actually existed. IL made a few dear friend- 
ships there that were faithfully maintained 
until a new life, far way from New England, 
claimed my time, my thoughts, my heart, 
indeed, the very soul of me—all this 
hidden behind what seemed to be only 
another mile of the long trail from childhood 
to womanhood,” “Then (in 1892) there was 
a delightful visit at my old school, Abbot 
Academy, on January 18th, in Andover, 
Massachusetts, where I had read the year 
before and was delighted to be welcomed 
again by a crowd of enthusiastic young 
people, as one of the ‘old girls of Abbot.’ 

In connection with Abbot, it may be of 
interest to know that certain books in the

Wiggin: “Her power to make one laugh — 
suddenly and involuntarily —is one of the 
jewels of her crown.” It would be a long 
per, indeed, if illustrations of this happy 
faculty were given, so the temptation will 
be firmly set aside. Instead let me read, in 
closing. the words of Kate Douglas Wiggin 
in answer to questions that readily occur to 
all of us: First, Are her characters “real,’’ 
and second, How does she account for her 
immensely varied life with its collection of 
famous friends? Hear what she says: “I 
have been asked daily, if not hourly, for 
more than a quarter of a century — asked by 
word of mouth and by letter—if thes, 
characters are real and the various experi- 
ences are true. Even my dear old friend? 
Mr. Howells, assured me that I might 
tell him forever that I was not Penelope and 
he could hardly believe it . . . The fact 
is, it is utterly impossible for me to dissect 
and pin to the wall any man, woman, or 
child whom I have ever known. . . If 
Mr. Howells thought Penelope “real,” it is 
because I might conceivably have comported 
myself as she did in similar circumstances. 
The fact is that the experiences in my book 
are as purely fictitious as the characters. If 
either of them seem “‘true” to my readers, it 
is because they are so simple and so proba- 
ble.” Speaking of the titled and famous 
people she had met, she says: “Continually 
I was asking myself: ‘How did I happen to 
be here?’ I never hungered and thirsted 
for these opportunities, never plotted nor 
nlanned, nor harbored feverish ambitions. 
The experiences simply came my way and I 
accepted them gratefully, but indeed, the 
chronicles of these later years and the varied 
records on the milestones of the journey 
must seem strange to the faithful reader of 
my first chapters, where the diary of the 
‘truly’ little girl depicts her life in a Maine 
village, where, in the opinion of the worldly- 
wise, nothing ever happened! The books 
did it!”
